PARIS, Oct. A The French 


Government planned today to in- 


crease its air defenses. Air Minis- 
ter. Guy la Chambre and Labor 
Minister Charles Pomaret decided 
on vast personnel increases in the 
airplane industry to permit produc- 
tion of 5000 planes and 12,000 mo- 
tors in the next two years. 

Pomaret announced he would 
draft large numbers of unemployed 
for aviation and allied industries. 

Meanwhile Premier Daladier and 
Foreign Minister Georges Bonnet 
awaited a full report from Andre 
Francois-Poncet, new Ambassador 
to Italy, on his talk with Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler at Berchtesgaden on 
Tuesday.

Act in Disrepute.

Warning Given of Severe 
Penalties — ‘Majority of

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Elmer 
F. Andrews, wage-hour adminis- 
trator, charged today that some in- 
dustries intended to shut down 
Monday to avoid compliance with 
the new Fair Labor Standards Act. 
The act becomes effective Monday. 
“These suspensions of operations 
seem to have been timed in an ef- 
fort to bring the law into disrepute, 
evidently, with the hope of intimi- 
dating the Wage and Hour Division 
in its administration of the law’s 


provisions,” Andrews pad in a state- 
ment. 

“It must be plainly understood, 
however, that the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act is the law of the land, 
with severe penalties for its viola- 
tion and that the Wage and Hour 
Division has no choice but to carry 
out the will of Congress. 

“In translating that will into ac- 
tion, the Wage and Hour Division 
will enforce, the act uniformly and 
compellingly, with forbearance but 


“Unfortunately however,” he 
continued, “there is a small and 
scattered minority who apparently 
are unwilling or incapable of con- 
tributing to the common good. 
These delinquents, whose number 
and importance are magnified by 
their isolation, resort to subterfuge 
in an effort to camouflage their 
selfishness and blame the Fair La- 
bor Standards Act for their own 
anti-socia] conduct.” 

In his statement Andrews did not 
say how many employers had told 
him they would close, but, discuss- 
ing some of the reports that had 
come to his attention, he spoke of 
one employer, who pays his 275 
workers between $3 and $8 a week 
each, who had demanded that 80 
per cent of these employes. be 
classed as learners so that he 
might continue to pay them less 
than 25 cents an hour. Many of 
these workers had worked for that 
employer four years, Andrews said. 

He mentioned that another em- 
ployer, who had been paying many 
of his 6000 workers 22 cents an 
hour, had threatened to shut down 
rather than increase wages to the 
act’s 25 cents an hour minimum. 

and Inventories. 

Still another, He said, wanted to 
call every worker over 40 handi- 
capped and continue to pay him 
what Andrews described as a sub- 
standard wage. 

“Some plants have been run at 
capacity for weeks to build up in- 
ventories preparatory to a shut- 
down which would be blamed on 
the Fair Labor Standards Act,” An- 
drews said. 

“Several shutdowns which have 
been attributed to the act have in 
fact resulted from the completion 
of seasonal operations.” 

Andrews said the determination 
of wage-hour officials to enforce 
the act uniformly had been re-en- 
forced by the “helpful, co-operative 
attitude of the overwhelming ma- 
jority of employers, employes and 
other persons affected by the act.” 

“They are willing to play their 
parts,” he added. “The wage and 
hour division intends to. do all in 
its power to protect them in their 
efforts to help make our country 
a better place in which to live, 
work and do business.”

CANTON, Oct. 21—A Japanese 
tank corps rumbled into Canton 
this afternoon, scoring one of the 
most astounding victories of the 
Chinese-Japanese war. 

The tanks were followed by de- 
tachments of the South China ex- 
peditionary force which just 10 
days ago landed on the shores, of 
Bias Bay, 128 miles southeast of 
the Kwangtung provincial capital, 
Shortly after noon the first tanks 
approached the city from the north, 
Two hours later they weré rum- 
bling down the East bund. 

' Apparently they had met no op- 
position from the hundreds of 
thousands of provincial troops that 
had been massed north and east 
of Canton to check the invasion of 
the estimated 60,000 Japanese 
troops. 

In the wake of the tank corps 
came a long line of trucks bearing 
Japanese infantrymen. 

Bridges, Plants Blown Up. 


Before the Japanese arrived, the 
Chinese blew up the $8,000,000. Pearl 
River bridge and blasted important 
utilities plants and factories with 
land mines. resorting to the 
“scorched earth” tactics with which 
Chinese forces have been falling 
back since the war started July 7, 
1937. 
Large fires were visible in some 
sections of the city. 
The 1,000,000 civilian population 
of Canton proper has been reduced 
to an estimated 50,000 by the mass 
exodus of non-combatants since the 
South China invasion started last 
week. 
The entrance of the Japanese 
came as a surprise, although the 
wrecking of the Pearl River bridge 
had served as a warning that the 
invaders were ‘ 
It seemed either @& 
anese’s strong, mech 
had sidestepped Chinese defenses 
or that the Chinese had-decided not 
to oppose their mechanically su- 
perior but numerically inferior foe, 
Fight Had Been Expected. 
There had been strong indications 
that China’s Kwangtung forces 


would wage a last ditch battle for 
the city. Hundreds were killed last 


Trenches had been dug and bar-

11 OTHERS NAMED 
IN SAME INQUIRY 


Defendants Are Ordered Ar- 
rested and Haled Into 
Court Next Tuesday to 
Make Bonds.

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Oct. 21. 
Federal grand jury returned in- 
dietments yesterday against 62 
persons for conspiracy to violate 
the Federal laws affecting the 
Works Progress Administration in 
New Mexico, among them Stanley 
W. P. Miller, Assistant United 
States District Attorney, ahd men 
and women of high political place 
in State and Federal Government. 

Eleven other indictments, other 
than conspiracy, were returned for 
political discrimination against 
WPA labor, diversion of WPA 
funds and services and illegal po- 
litical activities. 

United States District Judge Co- 
lin Neblett ordered the United 
States Marshal to arrest the 73 
defendants and have them in court 
Tuesday morning to make bond. 

Senator’s Sister Indicted. 


In one of the most sweeping 
court actions ever to take place 
in New Mexico’s 25 years of state- 
hood, the grand jury found true 
bills against men and women long 
associated with governmental mat- 
ters, 

Among them are Ailler, who is a 
son-in-law of United States Sena- 
tor Dennis Chavez; Mrs, Anita Ta- 
foya, the Senator’s sister; his 
cousin, Salamon Chavez; bis 
nephew, Salamon Tafoya; Mrs. J. 
A. Werner, wife of the Albuquerque 
Postmaster; Mariano Werner, the 
Postmaster’s brother; Fred G. 
Healy, former State WPA Admin- 
istrator; Fred Sganzini, head of 
the State Drivers’ License Bureau; 
Joe Martinez, secretary to Sena- 
tor Chavez; Richard Duran of the 
Department of Internal. Revenue, 
and WPA administrative employes. 


Charges Employes Were Coerced. 
The indictments charge the de- 
fendants conspired for the purpose 
of “joint and unified political ac- 
tivity and to build a political or- 
ganization in the city of Albu- 
querque, the County of Bernalillo 
and the State of New Mexico.” 

They charge that contributions 
were demanded of WPA employes 
for political purposes, and that 
threats and intimidation were em- 
ployed to compel workers to “join 
with defendants” in their political 
activity. 

It is further charged that WPA 
employes were forced to vote ac- 
cording to political demands in a 
statewide election last September 
on amendments to the State Con- 
stitution, and that discharge from 
work projects was the penalty for 
refusal to perform political serv- 
ices. 

The indictments allege that em- 
ployes were required to join po- 
litical clubs, which were disguised 
as social organizations, and to pay 
dues and purchase tickets to social 
-unctions. 

It is further alleged the de- 
fendants conspired to divert to per- 
sonal use portions of WPA appro- 
priations, services of WPA workers, 
and WPA materials. 

A maximum penalty of two years’ 
imprisonment and a $10,000 fine 
may be imposed on persons con- 
victed of the conspiracy charges. 

Among defendants charged with 
violations of the WPA code citing 
diversion of property and services 
to personal use, and political dis- 
crimination is Bernardo Cruz, Mora 
County Democratic chairman. 

Others indicted on felony counts 
of conspiracy include Police Chief 
John Wootton of Las Vegas, former 
State Police Captain Roy Ver- 
millon, and Chief Wootton’s broth- 
er, Steve. 

The grand jury, standing before 
Judge Neblett, declared in making 
its final report that “we do not say 
all investigations have been con- 
cluded,” and recommended that 
Federal agencies take up where the 
jury left off. ö 

Grand Jury Was “Amazed.” . 

“The selfish aims and ambitions 
of individuals entrusted with the 
administration of the WPA amazed 

your grand jury,” the foreman, A. 
R. Combs of Carisbad, said. It 
is 7 5 — that too many persons 
seeking personal and political gains 
have violated legal vee — b

The jurors declared that with- 
out questioning the aims of the: 
WPA program, it was clear “that 
many of those in positions of honor 
and trust have failed in creating 
and maintaining respect for them- 
selves and the Government which 
they are under oath to represent.” 
The statewide WPA investigation 
was launched without warning, 
Sept. 7 when Judge Neblett in- 
structed the grand jury to consid- 
er charges against certain persons, 
which he said were contained in 
affidavits presented to the court.

Message to C. of C. Session 
in Paris Urges Trade as 
Basis for World-Order. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Oct. 21.— Improvement of 


necessary before “any satisfactory 
and secure world order” can be es- 
tablished, President Roosevelt told 
business men of 23 countries, in a 
message received here today. 

The President's message was ca- 


bled to Thomas J. Watson, presi- 
dent of the International Chamber 
of Commerce, at the fifty-eighth an- 
nual session of its council here to- 
day. The text follows: 

The structure of international 
relations has been subjected in re- 
cent years and continues to be sub- 
jected to extraordinary strain both 
in political and economic spheres. 
“The experience of these years 
has shown to all how essential to 
the establishment of any satisfac- 
tory and secure world order is the 
improvement of the basis of natur- 
al and profitable economic relations 
between countries. 

“The International Chamber of 
Commerce, through its efforts to in- 
crease opportunities for trade and 
to widen the scope of such oppor- 
tunities through the application of 
the principle of equality of treat- 
ment, has been a notable and far- 
seeing influence in a world in which 
efforts and attention too frequently 
have been turned in the opposite 
direction. I take pleasure in greet- 
ii >; you again and in extending my 
hearty wish for your future efforts.” 
The council, which included rep- 
resentatives of the United States, 
France, Germany, Italy, Great Brit- 
ain, Japan and Argentina, unani- 
mously adopted a resolution declar- 
ing that collaboration on funda- 
mental issues must be worked out 
“in the world as we find it.”

CHINESE RETREAT 
TO NORTHWARD

HONGKONG, Oct. 21—A Jap- 
anese spokesman said today aerial 
observation showed the Chinese 
were retreating in a long line north 


of Canton. 

In Canton, only one house in 10 
was found tenanted. Most shops 
were closed. Streets were empty. 
Roads from the city were crowded 
by a strange procession of carts, 
bicycles, jinrikishas and trucks 
piled high with refugees’ belongings. 

American consular authorities at 
Shameen advised the Hongkong 
consulate earlier that “a general 
exodus is in progress, indicating 
the Chinese decided not to defend 
the city.” 

The Japanese units which entered 
the city encountered little resist- 
ance in the 10 days’ fighting over- 
land from Bias Bay.

By the Associated Press, 
DUESSELDORF, Germany, Oct. 
21.—Germany is preparing next to 
release its people and economic life 
from restrictions which were neces- 
sary early in Hitler rule, Rudolf 
Brinkmann, Secretaary of State in 
the economic ministry, said today. 
Brinkmann tol da banking and 
insurance employes’ convention that 
a considerable sacrifice of personal 
liberties was involved in achieving 


the goal o fa “strong, free state.” 

Now Germany “also wants a state 
rich in population, rich in goods and 
in jobs, but also rich in the enjoy- 
ment of life,” he said. 

We must no wprepare ourselves 
against the time when barriers will 
fall which were erected to limit eco- 
nomic freedom of movement,” he 
said. 

Brinkmann's speech followed the 
Oct. 11 announcement of Walther 
Funk, Economics Minister, that he 
would seek a trade pact with the 
United States and Brinkmann’s own 
plea in August for such relations 
between the two countries.

CLACTON-ON-THE-SEA, En- 
gland, Oct. 21—Sir Samuel Hoare 
answered German ‘critics of Brit- 
ain's post-Munich war prepared- 
ness last night by saying, “I must 
be prepared for some (German) 
successor who may not hold his

LINDELL BUILDING LINE 
ADOPTED BY ALDERMEN 


Present Structures Not Affected 
but Future Ones Must Be 
25 Feet From Curb. 


The Board of Alderman passed 
unanimously today a bill prohibit- 
ing the construction of buildings 
within 25 feet of the curb along 
Lindell boulevard, between Grand 
boulevard and Kingshighway. 

Present. structures along the 
boulevard that face on the side- 
walks, or are within less than 25 
feet from the street, are not affect- 
ed by the new law, which will ap- 
ply only to buildings constructed in 
the future. 

Until now there has been no 
building line restriction on Lindell, 
which formerly consisted largely of 
large homes and apartments with 
specious front yards. In recent 
years, however, several commercial 
buildings and apartments have been 
built close to the street, particular- 
ly between Grand and Boyle ave- 
nues. The bill was recommended 
by the Council on Civic Needs. 

The Aldermen also voted to 
change the name of Cooper street, 
which runs south from Northrup 
avenue to Southwest avenue, to 
Marconi street, in honor of the Ital- 
ian scientist, inventor of the wire- 
less. The change was requested by 
residents in that neighborhood, 
most of whom are of Italian de-

PUBLIC SERVICE CO. REPORTS 
$92,000 LOSS IN SEPTEMBER 


This Is. Larger Than for Same 
Month Last Year; Busses 
‘Continue to Show Profit. 

Tne St. Louis Public Service Co. 
reported net loss of $92,860 for Sep- 
tember street car and bus opera- 
tions, compared with net loss of 
$88,967 for the corresponding 
month last year. Deductions were 
made for depreciation and for in- 
terest on bonds and collateral bank 
loans. 

Because interest payments are 
being deferred pending reorganiza- 
tion of the company under the 
amended Bankruptcy Act, ac- 
cumlations of cash on hand and 
in banks have increased to $7,155,- 
123. The accrued unpaid interest 
amounts to $8,194,016. 

The net loss for the month on 
street car operations was $118,810 
compared with $115,409 a year ago, 
but bus operations showed net 
profit of $25,949 compared with net 
profit of $26,442 a year ago. 

Street car fares for the month 
were 8,487,917 this year and 9,019, 
805 last year; bus fares were 3,368, 
887 and 3,328,506; total fares, 11,- 
856,804 and 12,348,311; total operat- 
ing revenue, $1,070,426 and $1,119, 
185. Tne decrease in total reve- 
nue from a year ago was 4.36 per 
cent.

The number will be used, he said, 
“as a test of whether an activity 
takes place within the area of pro- 
duction primarily as a matter of 
administrative necessity.” 

The administrator added the defi- 
nitions “will result in the exemp- 
tion from the provisions of the act 
of small enterprises closely related 
to agriculture located in the coun- 
try vr in small rural communities.” 

Hope of Avoiding Suits. 
‘Informed persons said Andrews 
hoped many differences between 
employers and employes over appli- 
cation of the act to individual firms 
would be reconciled without resort 
to the courts. 

Even if this hope is realized in 
most instances, it was explained, 
indications are that the courts will 
be swamped with suits within a 
few weeks after the law becomes 
effective, 

Some officials have privately ex- 
pressed apprehension lest the num- 
ber of cases tax the courts’ capa- 
city, but others predict the co- 
operative attitude already evi- 
denced by both management and 
labor will hold legal actions to a 
minimum. 

Andrews said yesterday leaders of 
both the Committee for Industrial 
Organization: and the American 
Federation of Labor had assured 
him, so far as organized workers 
were concerned, they would attempt 
to hold down legal contests during 
the early months of the law. 

Suits Over Compliance. 

Court tests are expected to arise 
not only over the broad principle 
of Federal regulation of wages and 
hours but also over many details of 
compliance. Every interpretation 
of the law by the administrator is 
subject to judicial review. Any time 
a worker believes his employer is 
not living up to the law he may go 
into court in an effort to end the 
alleged violation. 

The law permits workers to re- 
cover twice the amount of the dif- 
ference between sub-standard 
wages and the standards set in 
the law, 25 cents an hour and time 
and half for overtime, 

Such questions as what consti- 
tutes a professional man, how over- 
time should be figured, what the 
qualifications are for an exec- 
utive, and many others may be 
answered finally only by. the ju- 
diciary. 

Andrews Giving Views on Points. 

On most of these controverted 
points Andrews has given or will 
give his official view. 

He frequently has referred to the 
use of common sense in making 
wage-hour requirements work out 
acceptably for both employers and 
employes. Also, he often has dis- 
tinguished between the moral in- 
tent and legal provisions of the 
law and has expressed the hope 
that employers would take what 
he considers to be their moral ob- 
ligations into consideration in re- 
adjusting hours of work in terms 
of weekly pay. 

Although the administrator may 
go into court to force conipliance, 
indications are that Andrews will 
make limited use of this power at 
the outset. 

On Monday he will have in the 
field a force of only 20 inspectors 
and four regional supervisors. Most 
of their time will be taken in fill- 
ing requests for information. When 
funds become available, he said, 
this force will be increased. 

Until all of 12 regional wage- 
hour offices are established, offi- 
cials said they would have to rely 
on State Labor Departments, 
where they are available, to help 
check compliance. Less than half 
the states, however, have labor de- 
partments that Andrews can use, 


Two Southern Mills to Close Be- 
cause of Wage-Hour Law. 
By the Associated Press. 

EARLE, Ark., Oct. 21.—lLuther 
Wallin, operator of sawmills here 
and at Columbus, Miss., said today 
lumber plants could not operate 
profitably. under the wage-hour law 
and that he was suspending opera- 
tions at both places tomorrow 
night. 

The mill here is Earle’s only in 
dustry except cotton gins. It has 
been operated 20 years. Wallin's 
Columbus mill started about two 
years ago. 

Wallin said about 100 men would 
be affected here. They receive from 
15 to 75 cents an hour and work 
about 60 hours a week, while the 
wage-hour act fixes a 25-cent ware 
minimum and 44-hour maximum. 

“Sawmill operators will go bank- 
rupt in a short time if they try to 
comply with the wage and hour 
law,” Wallin asserted. “My lun 
ber mill can’t operate

Three Elderly Daughters Reside in 
Salt Lake City.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Oct. Fannie T. Clayton, 


21.—Of Brigham Young's family of 
56 children, borne him by 19 wives, 
today only four elderly women sur- 


vive, 

The last of the Latter Day Saints 
Church patriarch’s 25 sons—Joseph 
Don Carlos Young, 83 years old— 
died Wednesday. Only four of the 
Mormon leader’s 31 daughters re- 
main. 

Three of them are highly active, 
Each is white-haired. All are resi- 
dents of Salt Lake City. 

Mrs. Clarissa Y. Young, 78, eldest 
living daughter of the church’s 
second president and the first Gov- 
ernor of the Territory of Deseret, 
is still active socially. In her spare 
time she acts as a guide in the 
Lion House, Mormon social cen- 
ter. She is the only one of the 
four who is not a widow. 

Least known of the surviving 
daughters is Mrs. Ruth T. Healy, 
77. Because of ill health she lives 
a secluded life. 

Most active in church work is 
Mrs. Mabel Y. Sanborn, 75, rud- 
dy-cheeked, affable head of the in- 
formation bureau of the church's 
genealogical society. 

Youngest survivor and the last 


each evening her father met with 
the entire family at evening pray- 
er. 

“The mothers, surrounded by 
their children, sat in their respec- 
tive chairs around a large living 
room,” she said, “Father sat at a 
table in the center. Following 
prayer, he would go to each group, 
asking about children who were 
missing from the family meeting 
of the day and inquire about house- 
hold affairs.”

Their Newspapers Suspend- 
ed in Bohemia, Moravia 
and Silesia in Change in 


Government Policy.

PRAGUE, Oct. 21.—Indicating a 
“turn to the right” in the political 
philosophy of the Czechoslovak 
Government, police outlawed the 
Communist party and suspended its 
newspapers in three provinces — 
Bohemia, Moravia and Silesia — 
yesterday. 

Despite absence of official com- 
ment, it appeared inevitable Prague 
would break its alliance with So- 
viet Russia. 

The police action, under author- 
ity of emergency powers during 
Government reorganization, left the 
Communists legally existent only in 
Ruthenia, autonomous province in 
the east. Slovakia already had out- 
lawed them. 

Beset by manifold problems, not 
the least of which was caring for 
refugees from Sudetenland. occu- 
pied by Germany under the Mu- 
nich accord, the capital city be- 
gan rounding up Jews. 

They were detained on Govern- 
ment order that all refugees must 
register pending a decision as to 
where they will resettle. 

Officials explained the Govern- 
ment did not want to concentrate 
large masses of refugees in the 
Prague area. To do so would de- 
stroy economic balance, they said. 
Permanent residents of the city 
said the refugees were attempting 
to take over some of the business 
and commercial life. 

Construction of barracks on vari- 
ous frontiers for refugees was con- 
sidered.

The 204 refugees, Czechoslovaks 
said, were forced to leave their 
homes when the German army of 
occupation took over Breclav, now 
tne German city of Lundenberg, 
more than 10 days ago. Since then, 
they have been without shelter in 
a no-man’s land between German 
and Czechoslovak territory. 

The refugees several days ago 
telegraphed the American Legation 
in Prague, asking intervention. 

The Legation submitted the prob 
lem to the Czechoslovak Govern- 
ment but .official action was de- 
layed un the arrival here last 
night of man Red Cross rep- 
resentative who presented a first 
hand account of tue situation. 

Food Cargoes Cut Off. 

She said the refugees were suf- 
fering pitifully and that German 
troops had forbidden trucks loaded 
with food to go to their encamp- 
ments, ‘ 

“The persecution came,” she re- 
ported, “when the Germans found 
out that a six-month-old baby had 
been ‘smuggled’ from the camp into 


Lundenberg. 


“The German officers said that 
if one person was ‘smuggled’ this 
way, others migut also find a way 
to enter Germany. In reprisal, the 
Germans cut off all supplies and 
the people, living in ditches along 
the roadside, have been deprived 
of all food except what they could 
gather from the surrounding area.” 

She made it plain that Czecho- 
slovaks as well as Germans were 
partly responsible for the plight of 
tne refugees, who had been re- 
fused the right to re-enter Czecho- 
slovak territory after isolation be- 
tween the two military forces, 

Doctor Goes Insane, 

Among the refugees, the Red 
Cross representative said, was one 
of the best known doctors in Bre- 
clav, who had gone insane from 
suffering and malnutrition. She 
estimated that the refugee groups 
included about 50 women and chil- 
dren. 

Officials at the War Ministry 
asserted orders had been issued 
both to provide for the refugees 
and to start negotiations with Ger- 
mans on their ultimate fate, 

Czechoslovaks said flatly, how- 
ever, that the Jews would have to 
remain in southern districts—eith- 
er in Czechoslovak or German ter- 
ritory—since the concentration of 
refugees in and around Prague was 
increasing steadily and was likely 
to cause trouble.

Hughes testified that Communist 
policy in the automobile industry 
has been to infiltrate organizers 
into the membership of bona fide 
unions, so as to be ready “when the 
time was ripe.” “I believe, he said, 
“that the Communist party has 
tried to dominate the trade-union 
movement in Flint.” 

“System Must Be Killed.” 

The witness produced a letter, re- 
fusing to tell how it came into his 
hands, which purported to have 
been written by one John Rushkin, 
identified as a Detroit Communist, 
to A. E. Powell of Clarkston, Mich., 
who was anxious to get a job in 
Russia. He was discouraged from 
this objective on the ground that 
class-conscious working men will 
be needed when the hour strikes 
to destroy “this rotten capitalist 
system of parasites and Mellons.” 
The writer continued that “this sys- 
tem won't die a natural death. It 
must be killed.” 

The police official stated that the 
first serious labor clash in Flint 
was a strike at the No. 1 plant of 
the Fisher Body Corporation in 
1930, in which several persons were 
injured. This strike, he said, was 
fostered by a Leftist organization 
called the Trade Union Unity 
League. He named as its leaders 
Philip Raymond, Alfred Coetz, 
Theodore Andanoff, Louise Mor- 
row, Clarence Killip and Nathan 
Siroko. 

On the night of Jan. 11, 1937, 
Hughes related, he was ordered to 
go to the No. 2 Fisher plant and 
investigate a reported disturbance. 
On arrival he found that the doors 
had been broken in and the com- 
pany’s guards driven out. Strikers 
were in possession of the premises, 
and a crowd of 150 sympathizers in 
the street outside rapidly grew to 
1000. 

Says Reds Directed Attack. 

The attack was being directed, he 
gaid, by two Communists, Roy and 
Victor Reuther, who were mounted 
on a truck and supplied with loud

Meeting the Grinnell College Pio- 
neers tonight in a Missouri Val- 
ley Conference contest, the St. 
Louis University Billikens were fa- 
vored to win their second victory 
of the season in five gameg and 
their first of the year in confer- 


ence competition. 
The Billikens are in excellent 


ndition for the game and an ex- 
— team will start against 
the Pioneers who, incidentally, are 
playing their last year as mem- 
bers of the Valley Conference. 
Head Coach Muellerleile is sending 
his No. 1 backfield in at the start. 
This consists of Charley Harris, re- 
formed fullback, wno, against Tul- 
sa, handled the team well, at quar- 
ter; Capt. Denny Cochran, one of 
the best of conference backs at left 
and Mel MeGonnigle, now appar 
ently entirely recovered from early 
injuries, at right half. Alex Yoku- 
baitis, 180 pounds of plunging dy- 
namite, will be at fullback. 

On the Billiken line, the smooth- 
working Len Gorman will be at 
center. Flanking him at guards 
will be Johnson and Quint with 
Brooks and Dick Putnam at the 
tackles and Gayer and Hagan at 
the ends. This, probably, is the 
strongest battlefront Coach Muel- 
lerleile can send into action at the 
present time. 

Billiken Line Heavier. 

It’s a fairly heavy combination, 
too, averaging just about 10 pounds 
per man ‘heavier than the opposi- 
tion. The St. Louis line, averaging 
189.4 pounds, will outweigh the 
Grinnell forwards some nine 

pounds per man while, in the back- 
field, the St. Louis advantage will 
be 13 pounds per man. 

This difference, in itself, may 
not affect the result though it is 
still true in football as in war that 
being on the side of the heavier 
artillery has its compensations. 

The two Grinnell ends, Capt. 
Powers at left and Baichly at 
right, bring down the Pioneer line- 
weignt as Powers weighs only 155 
and his colleague but 168. Also, 
Robinson and Walters in the Iowa 
backfield each weigh only 165. 

Coach Muellerleile is especially 

anxious to watch how his attack 
develops tonight. In the previous 
our games the Billikens have 
slayed, the offense has been con- 
spicuous mainly by its absence. In 
four games, St. Louis U. has scored 
only two touchdowns—both against 
the Miners of Rolla—and their 
yardage gained has not needed an 
adding machine to get the total. 

Most observers vate the Billikens

Grinnell, scouts say, has a good 
air offense and a running attack as 
well. The Pioneers will be making 
their conference bow for 1938 to- 
night, and as they are quitting the 
group after this year, are unusually 
keen to win and depart with a good 
record. 

This will be the sixth game be- 
tween the two schools, St. Louis 
having won four of the five thus 
far played. In fact, the only game 
Grinnell has won from the Billi- 
kens was 16 years ago when, 1922 
to be exact, the Pioneers won, 25 
to 0. A victory for the Billikens 
will give them a .500 percentage in 
the Valley championship race. They 
lost to Tulsa and their only other 
Valley game is with the Washing- 
ton U. Bears on Thanksgiving day. 

Tonight seems to be the night 
for the Billiken to regain the grin 
two defeats and a scoreless tie in 
four games have succeeded in mak- 
ing almost unnoticeable.

Dean Hanover was the fastest 
four-year-old trotter of the 1938 
Grand Circuit season, stepping a 
mile in 1:58%. Under Henry 
Thomas’ guidance, he’ll try to low- 
er that mark at Aiken, where he 
has gone into winter quarters. 

The most sensational champion 
of the season is Billy Direct, four- 
year-old son of Napoleon Direct, the 
only horse which the late “Pop” 
Geers ever drove in two minutes. 
Owned by McConville & Downey 
of Ogdensburg, N. Y., and with Vic 
Fleming handling the reins, Billy 
Direct paced a mile in 1:55, one- 
quarter second faster than Dan 
Patch’s 33-year-old record. 

But since Dan Patch’s mark was 
not considered official because it 
was made with a shield to break 
wind resistance, the New York- 
owned pacer really knocked one 
and three-quarters seconds from 
the official world mark held by 
Directum I since 1915. 

Greyhound, E. J. Baker’s great 
six-year-old trotter, lowered his rec- 
ord from 1:56 to 1:55% in an ef- 
‘fort to regain his laurels,as the 
world’s fastest harness horse. Even 
though he failed, the famous gray 
gelding maintained his position as 
the fastest trotter in history. 

Other world records were estab- 
lished by B. C. Mayo’s Chief Coun- 
sel of Tarboro, N. C.; Her Lady- 
ship, a stablemate of Greyhound, 
and Rosalind, fast stepping trot- 
ting mare owned by Gibson White 
of Lexington, Ky. 

Chief Counsel lowered the mark 
for three-year-old pacers to 1:57%. 
Her Ladyship paced a mile in 
1:56% for a new mark for aged 
mares and Rosalind went the same 
distance in 1:56% to hang up a new 
record for aged trotting mares.

Loyalists Said to Be Planning New 
Offensive. 


HENDAYE, France (At the Span- 
ish Frontier), Oct. 21.—Reports 
from Government sources indicated 
today that plans were virtually 
complete for an offensive designed 
to strengthen the Government's 
position before the third winter of 
the Spanish civil war sets in. 

Gen. Jose Miaja, commander-in- 
chief of the Government's central 
front, and Gen. Matallana, his chief 
of staff, returned to Madrid after 
a series of conferences with com- 
manders at Barcelona and Valencia. 

A decrease in the number of re- 
ports of troop movements gave bor- 
der observers the impression that 
concentrations going on for days 
had been completed. 

There was no indication of where 
the Government offensive would 
start, although “many observers’ 
looked to the Ebro River front in 
Eastern Spain. 

Insurgent Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco, who has been ham- 
mering Government lines there for 
almost three months, is known to 
believe that driving the Govern- 
ment militiamen back across the 
Ebro was highly important for 
morale and safety during the win- 
ter. 

Demand by Rebels. 

The insurgent government 
through its official press called for 
the accord of belligerent rights im- 
mediately to the insurgents. An 
officially inspired article in the 
San Sebastian newspaper Voz de 
Espana warned that nations fail- 
ing to grant such rights “are our 
enemies.” 

The article was circulated abroad 
by the official insurgent news agen- 
cy which declared it “shows the 
state of opinion in nationalist (in- 
surgent) Spain.” 

A huge headline over the article 
on the first page of the San Sebas- 
tian newspaper said: “The hour has 
come to decide.” 

The granting of belligerent rights 
was to be taken up by the Inter- 
national Committee for Non-inter 
vention in Spain, which has its 
headquarters in London, under the 
committee’s long-dormant plan in 
which withdrawal of foreign fight- 
ers from the Spanish armies was 
the first requisite.

DUST EXTRACTION EXPECTED 
TO MAKE COAL MINING SAFER 


Official Comments on Carter O0. 
Method; Hopes to See Sys-* 
tem Extended, 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2L—Daniel 
Harrington, chief of the Federal 
Bureau of Mines health and safe- 
ty section, said today if the Carter 
Coal Co.’s method of extracting dust 
from its mines were generally de- 
veloped it would prove “a very 


great boon to health and safety in 
coal mining.” The company, a 
West Virginia operator, made 
known its dust extraction plan in 

a petition filed with the Bituminous 
Coal Commission yesterday. 

Harrington said coal dust explo- 
sions had caused an average of 50 
deaths a year in the last five years. 
The 1938 total probably will be 
much higher because of a disaster 
in Virginia earlier this year when 
45 men were killed. “Dust can be 
blamed 100 per cent for that,” Har- 
rington said. 

The Carter company announced 
it would salvage and sell the dust 
if the commission permitted a size 
and price classification small 
enough to promote the installation 
of equipment for transportation and 
combustion. The company said it 
expected to have the equipment in- 
stalled by December at its Olga No. 
1 mine in McDowell County, and 
estimated the salvage would total 
150 tons a day. It would be shipped 
in tank cars, The petition did not 
disclose the mechanical details of 
the process.

been swindled out of $474 in sav- 
ings by two men yesterday who 
told her they wanted her aid in 
distributing $15,000 to needy Cath- 
olic families in Madison County. 

She discovered her loss this 
morning ‘when she opened a money 
box they left with her and found it 
contained a folded newspaper in- 
stead of money she thought the 
men had put into the box along 
with her savings. 

One of the mén approached her 
about two months ago, she told po- 
lice, and speaking Croatian, her 
native tongue, said he was wealthy 
and wanted to buy her husband's 
grocery business. Yesterday he re- 
turned with a second man, she said, 
and introduced him as the son of 
an aged man in Ohio who wad 
about to die, and who had $15,000 
he wanted to give to needy per- 
sons. 

The two men asked her help in 
finding worthy families, she said, 
but first requested her to put 
$4000 in a money box one of them 
produced to show good faith. She 
didn’t have that amount, she said, 
but she went to the bank and drew 
out $450 she had there, and to it 
added $24 she had in her purse. 

She put her money in the box, 
she said, and at the same time one 
of the men put in a roll of bills, 
the amount of which she did not 
know. The other man then took 
the box from her, put it in a suit- 
case he was carrying, but later 
took it out again—or a box resem- 
bling it—and gave it back to her. 
They told her not to open it for 
two hours, when they would re- 
turn with the $15,000 for charity. 

She became worried when the 
men did not return, and this morn- 
ing had a key made for the boy 
and opened it.

Shift in Negro Vote. 

The benefit the Democratic party 
has derived from votes of those 
on relief is most marked in the 
case of Negroes. Formerly it was 
generally conceded that 95 per cent 
of the Negro vote was Republican, 
an allegiance dating back to Civil 
War days. Now Republican poli- 
ticians claim but 40 per cent, and 
some think that figure is too high. 

Of the 36,600 employed by the 
WPA in St. Louis, nearly all heads 
of families, 12,657 are Negroes, and 
of the 6340 families receiving direct 
relief, 3465 are Negroes. Here are 
16,122 Negro families, about 56,000 
individuals, whose votes have often 
swung a close election, many of 
whom have now deserted the Re- 
publican party. 

The importance of the Negro vote 
lies largely in the fact that in con- 
siderable measure it represents 
both a loss to the Republican party 
and an addition to the Democratic 
ranks, But the 23,959 white per- 
sons on the WPA and the 2865 
white families receiving direct ‘re- 
lief are not to be overlooked in any 
estimate of the effect of relief on 
party politics. In this group are 
about 93,000 men, women and chil- 
dren. 

Relief Populations Total 150,000. 

Together the white and Negro 
relief populations, nearly 150,000, 
represent a sizable portion of the 
total registration of voters, 357,000, 
even when allowance is made for 
those on the relief rolls who do not 
vote, such as children. 

Politicians are aware, further- 
more, that relatively more of the 
relief population than the non-re- 
lief population exercise the voting 
privilege. This is true because often 
a record of registration ig sufficient 
to establish the residence require- 
ment for receiving relief. An added 
stimulant to voting for those on re- 
lief has been the proposal, offered 
from time to time in the Board of 
Aldermen, that relief be granted 
only to registered voters. 

In this situation Republican pol- 
itcians derive no satisfaction from 
reports, such as that issued today 
by Robert K. Ryland, Missouri di- 
rector of the National Emergency 
Council, showing the extent of Fed- 
eral expenditures in St. Louis. Ry- 
land reported loans and grants of 
Federal agencies for the five years 
ended last June 30 totaled $133,- 
117,582.

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MEMEL 10 RESTORE 
NAZI LEADER'S RIGHTS 


Also Reported to Have 
Dropped Two State Security 
Bills Opposed by Germans. 


KAUNAS, Lithuania, Oct. 21—Au- 
thoritative sources said today that 
full civil rights would be restored 


to Dr. Ernst Neumann, Memel 
Nazi leader who in 1935 was sen- 
tenced to 12 years’ imprisonment 
for a plot to deliver Memel to Ger- 
many. At the same time it was re- 
ported the Government had decided 
to shelve two state security bills 
which had been opposed by Memel 
Germans. 

The Memel Diet, legislature of 
the German- inhabited Memel dis- 
trict of Lithuania, adjourned with- 
out making a formal protest 
against the measures. 

These developments in the Memel 
situation followed direct talks be- 
tween Premier Viadas Mironas and 
the Gérman Minister to Kaunas, 
Dr. Erich Zechlin. 

Neumann, who was pardoned last 
February, started a political come- 
back Tuesday with announcement 
that he would head the list of Ger- 
man candidates for parliamentary 
elections, probably Dec. 12. The 
Government propaganda bureau 
had insisted that he still was denied 
electoral rights. 

The security measures under con- 
sideration by Parliament would end 
12 years of martial law, but give 
the Lithuanian Governor of Memel 
almost the same powers which mil- 
itary commanders have had. 

The Memel territory, 1099 square 
miles, was detached from Germany 
by the Treaty of Versailles and 
handed over to Lithuania Feb. 16, 
1923. It has been a hotbed of Nazi 
agitation.

E. W. Marland 
of Oklahoma and the District At- 
torney at Talihina. The association 
decided to subscribe, through its 
national headquarters, to publica- 
tions devoted to dog and cock fight- 
ing, and to send notices of such 
contests to member societies for lo- 
cal investigation.

Controversy Is Settled Over Meth- 
od of Purchase of $12,000 
in Serums, 


Settlemen of a controversy over 
the method of purchasing about 
$12,000 worth of serums will per- 
mit an immediate start on a Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service in- 
vestigation of the spread and treat- 
ment of pneumonia in St. Louis, 
Dr. Joseph F. Bredeck, Health 
Commissioner, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today. 

Dr. Bredeck said Dr. Harry F. 
Parker,State Health Commissioner 
had agreed to permit purchase of 
the serum from one pharmaceutical 
house, a point Dr. Bredeck had 
insisted was necessary to prevent 
variations in results. Opening of 
the program was delayed when Dr. 
Parker requested division of pur- 
chases among three firms. 

Dr. Adolph 8. Rumreich of 
Washington, in charge of the 
Pneumonia survey for the Federal 
agency, was in St. Louis yesterday 
to confer with Dr. Bredeck and 
other Health Division officials on 
the start of the program. A bac- 
teriologist from the service has 
been in St. Louis for more than a 
week. 

The survey calls for a study of 
prevailing types of pneumonia here, 


distribution of free therapeutic 
serum, The Federal agency allot- 
ted $15,000 to the State Health De- 
partment to set up the St. Louis 
project, one of several being con- 
ducted in the country.

It has seemed worth 
while to quote so often from Chan- 
cellor Hitler’s book because the in- 
ternational copyright laws have en- 
abled him to deprive the English- 
speaking world of an opportunity 
of passing first-hand judgment on 
it. The 1936 edition carried the an- 
nouncement that 2,470,000 copies 
of it had already been sold or dis- 
tributed in Germany. It is part of 
tae curriculum in German schools 
and universities, the text of ser- 
mons, the inspiration of daily edi- 
torial comment. On Christmas 1935 
German industrialists gave copies 
of it to all their employes. More 
recently, orders were issued to the 
civil authorities to present a copy 
as a vade mecum to each newly 
married couple (provided both 
parties are Aryan“). The official 
organ of the Nazi party, the Voelki- 
scher Beobachter, describes it as 
the “Bible of the German People,” 
containing “‘for the present and for 
the future the final principles of 
National Socialism.” Tet this 
Bible whicn is influencing current 
world history so portentously is 
barred from all who do not read 
German, except in a mutilated 
form which gives anyone who 
bothers to compare it with the 
original the impression of having 
been devised less to enlighten the 
world about Hitler’s ideas and 
Policies than to persuade the world 
that these are different from what 
he actually states them to be when 
he addresses his own people in his 
own language.) 

False Hopes Must Be Shattered. 


It would also be advantageous for 
liberal states to know as precisely 
as possible how other members of 
their group are going to act in 
a time of general crisis.

Official circles said the offer was 
considerably better than the last 
made -by Czechoslovakia, but still 
was inadequate and would be re- 
fused, ) 

The plan was reported to offer 
cession of about 7300 square kilom- 
eters (2818.5 square miles), but not 
to include a large number of towns 
Hungary demands, including Brat- 
islava. 

The Hungarian demand is for al- 
most 13,000 square kilometers 
(5091.3 square miles) with a popu- 


lation of about 1,100,000, and a 
plebiscite in the rest of Slovakia. 
In event the proposal is rejected 
the next step would be for Hungary 
to inform Germany, Italy and Po- 
land and request them to compel 
Czechoslovakia to accept the orig- 
inal Hungarian demands by the end 
of the.month. 
Fourth Czech Proposal. 

The new proposal is the fourth 
Czechoslovakia has made. The first 
was the offer of autonomy to Hun- 
garian minorities in Czechoslovakia. 
The second proposed cession of 
1800 square kilometers (695 square 
miles) of pure Hungarian territory 
between Bratislava and Komarom 
—but not including those towns— 
on the Hungarian-Czechoslovak 
frontier. It also agreed to symbolic 
occupation of the two border towns 
in token of good faith. 


The third offer tripled the area 
of territory that the second pro- 
posed to cede, but, Hungarians de- 
clared, the new frontier was drawn

Reply to Proponents. 
. Replying to arguments of ihe 
Citizens’ Road Association tnat an 
increase of one cent in the tax 
would not have any effect on the 
retail price of gasoline and that 
the retail purchaser would pay no 
more than he now pays, the Club 
has presented comparisons in the 
gasoline prices of several cities, in 
which the difference in price cor- 
responded exactly or almost exactly 
with the difference in the tax. The 
Association, however, also pre- 
sented comparisons showing tnat 
in other instances higher taxes 
meant no higher retail price. 
As has been explained in pre- 
vious articles, there will be two 


‘gasoline increase proposals on the 


ballot, No. 5 and No. 6. To be 
adopted either must receive a ma- 
jority of the votes cast on the 
proposition. K 

No. 5 is a State law enacted by 
the last Legislature. It proposes 
an increase of the gasoline tax 
from 2 cents to 3 cents per gallon. 
If adopted there would be nothing 
to prevent the Legislature from 
further increasing the tax. It is 
submitted to the voters under the 
referendum provision of the Consti- 
tution, petitions for the submission 
having been circulated by the Auto- 
mobile Club and the larger oil com- 
panies. 

No, 6 is a proposed constitutional 
amendment, increasing the gasoline 
tax from 2 cents to 3 cents, but if 
it is adopted the Legislature will 
be prohibited from any further in- 
creases or from increasing the 
present automobile license fees for 
a period of 10 years. The amend- 
ment further lays out a definite 
program of road construction to be 
undertaken in the 10-year period. 

About “Yes” and “No” Votes. 

There has been some misunder- 
standing about the voting on the two 
propositions. A “yes” vote on eith- 
er will be a vote to increase the 
tax, and in the case of No. 6 to 
proceed with the program included 
in it. A “no” vote on either ‘will 
be a vote against increasing the 
tax. *

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‘ON NUCLEAR PHYS 


He Thinks Study Applied to 
Medicine and Biology Has 
Boundless Possibilities. 


The study of nuclear physics, 
which includes cosmic rays, has 
“boundless possibilities” when ap- 
plied to medicine and biology, Dr. 
A. L. Hughes, head of the Wash- 


ington University physics depart- 
ment, said in an address Wednes- 
day night before the Engineers’ 
Club at 4359 Lindell boulevard. 

Nuclear physics is the study of 

nuclei of atoms. The atom is often 
compared to the solar system, with 
the nucleus as the sun and with 
electrons revolving about like plan- 
ets. The nucleus carries all the 
weight of the atom and also car- 
— a positive charge of electric- 
ty. 
Biologists and medical men * 
vitally interested in knowing the 
way in which certain substances 
move around and change places in 
the body, he explained. 

“Chemists have devised methods 
of measuring very small quant- 
ities of most elements,” he said. 
“The physicist can detect the pres- 
ence of the same element in 
amounts millions of times smaller, 
if these elements can be made ra- 
dio-active. This gives the biolog- 
ists a most potent tool. 

Salt in Blood Stream. 

“The type of thing that can be 
done can perhaps be best illustrat- 
ed by specific cases. We know 
that salt taken by the mouth gets 
into the blood stream and is car- 
ried to all parts of the body. But 
how fast is it carried? The an- 
swer is given very directly by a 
simple experiment. 

“The individual holds his hand 
near a device for detecting radio- 
activity. If he contains no radio- 
activé material, as should be the 
case, the device registers nothing. 
At a definite time he takes a 
drink of salt water, in which the 
salt sodium chloride has been made 
radio-active in the cyclotron (an 
is used over and over again on 
apparatus in which a low voltage 
the same particle so that it ac- 
cumulates energy corresponding to 
millions of volts). Within a few 
minutes after the salt water has 
been drunk, the detecting device 
begins to operate, showing that 
salt taken by mouth has been car- 
ried by the blood to the hand. 

“It is known that the red blood 
corpuscles contain iron. Do the 
iron atoms stay in the red blood 
corpuscles, or do they exchange 
places continually with the iron 
atoms contained in the traces of 
iron in the fliuds of the body which 
supply the needs of the various 
tissues? Such a question has been 
answered by feeding iron salts con- 
taining radio-active iron and check- 
ing un on how much of it gets 
into the red corpuscles of the blood. 

“The possibilities of using radio- 
active elements as tracers or indi- 
cators seem almost unlimited, ne 
declared. 

' Work of Neutrons, 

“The indicator field is not the 
only one. There is the field cover- 
ing the effects of various products 
of nuclear physics on tissues. 
Already it has been found that 
neutrons (particles of matter hav- 
ing neither positive nor negative 
charges) have a specific effect on 
tissues akin to the effect of X-rays, 
but not wholly identical with it. 

“X-rays are used in the treat- 
ment of diseases because their de- 
structive effect on diseased tissues 
is greater than their destructive 
effect on normal tissues. Thus in 
the treatment of cancer the dosage 
is fixed so that the abnormal con- 
ditions are checked without doing 
appreciable damage to the normal 
tissues. 

“It has been stated that, with 
neutrons in place of X-rays, there 
is a greater spread between the ef- 
fects on good and bad tissues. 
Should this be borne out by fur- 
ther work, and should the neu- 
trons produce no ill-effects to off- 
set this gain, we may find a large 
demand for neutrons by the medi- 
cal man.” 

By far the most exciting and 
spectacular part of physics in the 
last 10 years is that known as nu- 
clear physics, he asserted. “Ten 
years ago we had no physics of 
the nucleus, today we have an 
immense amount,” he said.

Tube and Connect Liver 
and Stomach.

Operations heretofore have drawn 
some movable part of the digestive 
system close enough to the dam- 


aged duct to make a connection. 
The new operation makes a com- 


iplete new canal, over an entirely 


different route. 

Steps in Operation. 
The report was made by George 
Ewart Wilson, M. D., fellow of the 
College of Surgeons, To- 
ronto. He first inserts a stiff rub- 
ber tube from the bile exit of the 
liver across the top of the stomach, 
its outer end exposed through the 
wound. He then wraps 
the tube with omentum, which is 


tissue between the stomach and 


liver. Where the tube lies on top 
of the stomach it is buried in the 
outer stomach wall and sewed in 
place. Tissues and stomach wall 
grow firmly around the tube. After 
this tube is withdrawn from the 
body, leaving a new channel. The 
final step of the operation makes 
an opening through the top of the 
stomach so the bile can enter 
through its new channel. 

Dr. Wilson reported a case in 
which this new has worked 
perfectly for five years. This length 
of time, surgeons said, indicates 
that such a sapre can probably be 
expected to be a permanent part of 
the digestive system. 

Other New Treatments. 


Use of vitamin B to treat partial 
deafness was reported by James A. 
Babbitt, M. D., of Philadelphia. 
The vitamin is the “B complex,” 
which means more than one of the 
different vitamins which scientists 
have discovered associated with 
vitamin B. 

The beneficial effects, Dr. Bab- 
bitt said, come from vitamins B and 
G. They are temporary as a rule, 
but he said the experiments pointed 
to vitamins and diet as one of the 
aids to the hard of hearing. 

Hypodermic injection into the 
spine of an anesthetic causing 
nerve block, a form of anesthesia 
often used in surgery to render a 
portion of the body insensible to 
pain, was described to the congress 
of anesthetists as a treatment for 
narcotic addicts. 

This sort of nerve block, M. B. 
Greene, M. D., of Brooklyn, said, 
frees addicts during their first few 
days of abstention from the nerv- 
dus shock, excitement, and mental 
upsets that accompany withdrawal 
of morphine.

“moral sanctions.” (Footnote 3). 


The Fate of Treaties. 


As for treaties, no one pretends 
that they are eternal. The Consti- 
tution and laws of the United 
States are not immutable; they have 
been, are being, and will be 
changed. But the change is made 
by agreed procedures. International 
treaties often set forth methods 
whereby they can be denounced or 
altered, and some provide for ar- 
bitration or adjudication in case 
one party feels that the agreement 
has been violated in letter or spirit. 


In the last five years there have 
been three occasions, already re- 
ferred to briefly, when a great 
Power, dissatisfied with its posi- 
tion in the world, has taken: the 
law into its own hands to break it. 
Each disdained the procedure which 
it had itself elaborated for settling 
questions of interpretation and en- 
forcement, and faced the world with 
a fait accompli. Each revealed the 
tactical advantages which autocrat- 
ic governments enjoy as against 
those which have to reckon with 
an informed and conscientious pub- 
lic opinion. - 


Japan in North China. 


Japan in 1931-32 broke the trea- 
ties which she had signed at Wash- 
ington 10 years earlier. They had 
brought her definite advantages, 
specifically a better strategic posi- 
tion as the result of undertakings 
by the United States and Great 
Britain not to fortify the Philip- 
pines and Hongkong, as well as in- 
creased security from attack as a 
result of the limitation on naval 
construction agreed to by those two 
richer and stronger Powers. 


After making the most of these 
advantages, Japan repudiated the 
commitments which had formed her 
voluntary quid pro quo. Her troops 
overran North China, whose terri- 
torial integrity she had promised 
to respect. Incidentally (if that 
word is not too insulting), in addi- 
tion to being a breach of the Wash- 
ington treaties, Japan’s attack on 
China was also a breach of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations 
and of the Kellogg Pact. 


In face of Japan’s ruthless reso- 
lution the other signatories of the 
Washington Treaties, the League 
Covenant dnd the Kellogg Pact fal- 
tered; and in the end they found 
no more positive means of reply 
to her aggression than to declare 
that they would not recognize its 
“legality.” 

Italy in Ethiopia. 


Italy in the autumn of 1935 at- 
tacked Ethiopia, a state which she 
had herself helped bring into the 
League of Nations. The attack 
was in undisguised violation of the 
League Covenant, a document 
which she had herself helped draft. 


During the preceding months of 
open preparations she had ignored 
all attempts to turn her from her 
purpose, and she disdained to fol- 
low the procedures set forth in the 
Covenant which would have had 
the effect, if any just ground for 
complaint against Ethiopia existed, 
of “legalizing” her direct action 
(Footnote 4). But to postpone the 
attack did not suit the domestic 
policies of Signor Mussolini, and 
would besides have wasted valuable 
fighting time. He offered no ex- 
cuses for what he did; there were 
none to offer. As a result, on Oct. 
10, 1935, 51 Governments joined in 
the verdict that “the Italian Gov- 
ernment has resorted to war in 
disregard of its covenants under 
Article XII of the League’s Cove- 
nant.” 


Like Japan, Italy incidentally dis- 
honored another of her signatures, 
that to the Kellogg Pact, and re- 
pudiated the Italo-Ethiopian treaty 
of Aug. 2, 1928, providing for con- 
ciliation or arbitration of all dis- 
putes arising between the two coun- 
tries. 


And when later the campaign 
threatened to drag on into the rainy 
season she shattered the remain- 
ing Ethiopian defenses by disre- 
garding the treaty of June 17, 1925, 
ratified by Signor Mussolini's gov- 
ernment on April 3, 1928, prohibit- 
ing the use of poisonous gases in 
war (Footnote 5). 

On May 9, 1936, Signor Mussolini 
proclaimed the annexation of Ethi- 
opia, and on July 4, led by Great 
Britain and France, the League of 
Nations rescinded the sanctions it 
had imposed against Italy. 


Germany in Rhineland. 


Germany, on March 7, 1936, sent 
her troops into the demilitarized 
Rhineland, vielating thereby the 
Locarno treaty which had been ne- 
gotiated by Foreign Minister Strese- 
mann, signed by him and Chancel- 
Jor Luther (afterwards Chancellor 
Hitler's Ambassador in Washing- 
ton), and accepted by President 
von Hindenburg. 


At the time the treaty was signed 
Germany considered it highly ad- 
vantageous. It brought her a Brit- 
ish guaranty against French attack, 
membership in the League of Na- 
tions, and an opportunity to oon- 
tract the American loans which re- 
stored her economy and enabled 
her to rebuild her formidable ‘in- 
dustrial plant. Chancellor Hitler 
had announced that he considered 
the Locarno Treaty to be a binding

He paid no attention to the obli 
gation which each 8

dure, though the French Govern- 
ment apprised him of its readiness 
to accept a judicial decision as to 
whether the Franco-Soviet treaty 
of mutual assistance affected the 
Locarno undertaking adversely. 


The Locarno Powers (minus Ger- 
many, of course, and with Italy only 
present as an oplooker) met at 
London on March 12. France was 
unwilling to take the responsibil- 
ity of dealing with Germany single- 
handed; and England was unwilling 
to act solidly with her. The French 
Gove nt finally was persuaded 
that London should address a “qués- 
tionnaire” to Berlin inquiring the 
terms on which the German Gov- 
ernment would engage to respect 
the territorial status quo in Europe 
provided tacit approval were given 
the German reoccupation of the 
Rhineland, - 

No reply was received from Ber- 
lin. That was the end of Locarno.

Footnote 1—Col. Lindbergh,. speaking at 
Berlin on July 23, 1936, said that the 
frightening progress of ‘military aviation 
had abolished the time factor in defense 
and stripped nations of their armor. 


2—Foreign capitalists still inclined to 
consider Fascism -‘conservative’’ please 
note that, following other confiscatory 
measures, the Italian Governnient recently 
decided to pay for the first part of its new 
‘‘post-Ethiopian” armament by a forced 
loan. When the proceeds of this run out, 
where does it expect to find the rest of the 
12 billion lire which it has begun to spend 
on new armaments? The Rome correspond- 
ent of the New York Times, who is care- 
ful never to speak out of turn, mentioned 
this sum in his dispatch of Oct. 10, 1936, 
citing such details of the war preparations 
as 1200 factories now engaged in work for

4—-Paragraph I of Article Ml reads as

after the award by the arbitrators or the

For Children

is the poetry of childhood, the 

expression of their feeling for 
the beauty that surrounds them. 
They respond quickly and joyously 
to color, music, idealism, all qual- 
ities of poetry, all enthusiasms of 
children. Reading good poetry 
stimulates them to try their own 
powers, and the poems of childhood 
are the result. 


The school children study poems, 
learn about their form, meter, 
rhythm and rhyme. Writing a 
poem after a pattern is an enjoy- 
able exercise for them, a variation 
of theme writing that lifts that 
chore to the level of delight, some- 
times. Sometimes, because all chil- 
dren are not talented in verse writ- 
and some of the results are any- 
thing but gladdening to the teach- 
er's soul. But the experience is 
fine for the child because it opens 
a door to beauty that will enrich 
his life. It ought to teach him to 
appreciate real poetry and give him 
a little of the spiritual sustenance 
it supplies. 

But we must make no mistake 
here. The children who write 
poems as school exercises, or as 
pastimes, are not poets. They are 
children feeling their way into the 
world of art and literature, noth- 
ing more. That is quite enough, 
and something to be thankful for 
in measuring the children’s oppor- 
tunities for growth. 

There is little fear and less hope 
that a school child who does a 
passable exercise in poetry will 
become a poet. Poets are rare 
geniuses. If one is born to each 
generation the world is enriched 
tremendously. We won't have to 
coach him and push him and criti- 
cise and encourage him into doing 
a poem. He will write his poem in 
spite of life, in the teeth of death, 


in the fire that burns in his soul.

Such terms are misleading. It is 
not so much heart disease but ar- 
terial disease that is more conspicu- 
ous than formerly in the tables of 
vital statistics. I refer to such ar- 
terial accidents as apoplexy and 
angina. And whether these are 
brought on by the so-called modern 
high pressure of civilization is 
highly debatable. 

In fact, I doubt whether modern 
civilization is as harassing as it is 
painted. The fellow who was really 
harassed was our ancestor, the cave 
man, who didn’t know where his 
next meal was coming from, had no 
paternal government to give it to 
him, and was kept on the hop by 
the woolly rhinoceros and the sab 
er-toothed tiger.

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Your Clothes From 
Reaches 


HAT really happens to your 
W clothing and flat work when 

you send them to the laundry? 
You entrust your precious em- 
broidered linens, your fragile net 
curtains, your delicately tinted silk 
underwear, cobwebby baby dresses 
and Dad’s shirts about which he is 
so particular, to the cocky young 
laundry man. 

He isn’t half enough impressed by 
your warnings about the fineness of 
your belongings and entirely too 
sure HIS laundry will return them 
good as new. 

Sure enough, your things do come 
back intact, unfaded or snowy 
white as the case may be, fluffy 
or smooth according to texture, 
and so daintily folded and wrapped 
they look like Christmas packages. 
Some are tied up in cellophane 
with ribbons.’ 

The metamorphosis from grime 
to immaculateness is indeed so com- 
plete, you suspect there must be 
some shenanigan about it. You 
have heard of powerful machinery, 
strong bleaches and chemicals and 
you cringe at the knowledge that 
though they look immaculate your 
things have been through the wash 
with those of many other families’ 
and may have become contaminated 
by things a lot more soiled than 
yours. 

While the national convention of 
the American Institute of Laundry 
was in session at Hotel Jefferson 
this week, talking learnedly of 
scientific research and fact find- 
ings in reports from the million dol- 
lar proving plant and laboratories— 
the “laundry university“ —main- 
tained by the Laundryowners Na- 
tional -Association at ‘Joliet, Ill, I 
was invited to follow a bundle of 
dirty clothes through a typical pow- 
er laundry. 

The program of the convention 
emphasized textile tests in co-opera- 
tion with manufacturers to stimu- 
late them to merit on fabrics and 
tailoring the lately instituted of- 
ficial Laundry Tested and Approved 
seal. And also hygiene in co-op- 
eration with American Medical As- 
sociation conducted bacteria tests 
on rinse waters. They talked of 
cost surveys, educational and pro- 
motion campaigns and of the voca- 
tional training school which is turn- 
ing out executives and laundry ex- 
perts fully fledged at the Joliet 
plant. Statistical reports were im- 
pressive enough to substantiate the 
claim that the laundry busines is 
the largest of the service industries. 
They talked, in fact, in a big way, 
far from bringing home to the in- 
dividual patron a sense of what 
happens to her intimate belongings 
when they are taken soiled from 
her door and returned sweet and 
regenerated. So I accepted the in- 
vitation to arrive early one morning 


with a bundle of soiled clothes and 


follow it through its metamorphosis. 


First stop was the classification 
and identification department.

Writer Describes What Happens to 


Time Soiled Bundle

and disposed of them according to 
fabric, color and type of garment. 
This is said to be one of the most 
skilled jobs in the laundry. Pink 
lingerie went into one bin, blue 
silk nightgown in another. Shirts 
into different bins according not 
only to their color but the shad 
of each color. White cottons into 
another bin, with silk stockings, 
dresses, curtains, blankets marked 
“special” into other bins. In all 
there were 16 classifications 
of my bundle. Home laundresses, 
I recall, are known to separate the 
wash into white, colored, cotton, 
silk, wool and let it go at that, 
with the intention probably of us- 
ing the same tubs of water suc- 
cessively for the different treat- 
ments required. 


Each of the 16 classifications ex- 
cept the special“ pieces called for 
a white cotton string bag of its own. 
Each bag was closed with a large 
clasp pin with a number etched into 
it. Each customer’s several bags are 
given the same number. Mine hap- 
pened to be 141. When all the 
bags and tagged “special” articles 
have gone through the wash they 
are assembled and hung on a bar 
marked with the number corre- 
sponding with that on the clasp 
pin. Lest the girl hooking them 
on the bar be preoccupied with her 
date last night or tonight, there is 
a ball arrangement on each pin 
which fits only into one grooved 
bar, on the system of a Yale lock. 
That solves the mystery of how 
varied articles in one person’s bun- 
dle are kept from straying into 
somebody else’s bundle. 


The net bags, it was explained, 
are to save wear and tear, guard 
against any possible abrasion of 
their contents in the tumbling they 
get in the wash,wheel. All sep- 
arated and identified, my net bags 
were piled on scales with others 
similarly classified and weighed. 
When a pile weighed 250 pounds it 
was put into a wash wheel contain- 
ing 70 gallons of water into which 
had been accurately measured the 
formula, that is the amount of 
soap, alkali and chlorine scientifi- 
cally prescribed for that load by 
the Laundry Institute. The water, 
one is told, has been softened, not 
by the introduction of chemicals, 
but by being filtered through 
“green sand“ which extracts all in- 
soluble elements, then treated with 
brine to clear out the sand. 


Temperature of the first suds for 
white materials has been gauged 
ati 90 degrees, since sudden plung- 
ing into high temperatures tends to 
“set” some kinds of stains. The 
wash wheel, an enormous metal cyl- 
inder, whirls first in one direction, 
then in the other, for 10 minutes. 
The great size of the wheel is one 
factor in the “lift and drop” clean- 
ing process. By centrifugal force, 
clothes are lifted to the top, then 
dropped, kerplunk, upon upsurging 
suds which float the dirt away. Aft-

in. These changes continue until 
there have been six changes of suds 
attaining at last 165 degrees, at 
which temperature they remain for 
30 minutes, sufficient to pasteurize 
or sterilize away the most obstinate 
germ. Then the rinsing begins, five 
changes of water at gradually re- 
duced temperature down to 90 
again, the last containing blueing 
and an acid which neutralizes al- 
kalinity and dissolves any remain- 
ing vestige of soap, in the way a 
lemon rinse does after a hair sham- 
poo. 

* * — 
EANWHILE, colored materials 
which cannot be subjected to the 
same high temperatures, are 

treated with the souring process, or- 
iginally designed to brighten colors, 
but found to be destructive of bac- 
teria as well. Woolens having a ten- 
dency to “felt” and silks to “yel- 
low” in botling water, are made 
sterile by holding them at a dry 
heat temperature of 180 for 30 min- 
utes, 

When the wash wheel stops after 
the final or eleventh change of wa- 
ter, the wash is placed in water ex- 
tractors and fluffers. The whirli- 
gig extractor stops, bags are taken 
out almost but not quite dey and 
fluffed by having warm air fanned 
through them. Bags are hung on 
the lock bars and the ironérs come 
to claim their own. Articles must 
be sorted and ticketed again with 


the customer’s number and direc- 
tions as to which finishing process 
each individual piece requires. Flat 
work goes to the mangle. That 
these machines have been called 
mangles is one of the laments of 
the laundry men. They consist of 
moving canvas belts and rollers 
softly padded. It is demonstrated 
how a sheet of tissue paper run 
through them comes out, not man- 
gled, but unscathed. “Rough dry,” 
it is insisted, is another misnomer, 
“soft dry” or “wet wash” being 
more descriptive of the water ex- 
tracting and fluffing operations. 


Garments are pressed on padded 
fo , designed to fit size and 
sfape of each piece of apparel as 
nearly as possible, smoothed with 
steam and dry heat and without 
friction. There are even stocking 
pressers of polished steel, shaped 
like human feet and legs, over 
which hosiery’ is fitted and 
smoothed. If any part ig left un- 
pressed by a machine, it is finished 
with a steam hand iron and there 
is a surprising amount of hand 
ironing done in the power laundry. 


Shirts require as many presses as 
there are sections of the garment. 
First the starcher gets them. A 
machine oozes and presses into col- 
lars and cuffs a tegviated amount 
of starch. Next girl tends machines 
that iron only cuffe and collars. 
Next girl gets the bosoms, next the 
body, next the sleeves. These she 
runs over steel forms the shape of

a sleeve. Next girl shapes collars 
and cuffs. 

Each girl tends two machines at 
once, while one is pressing the oth- 
er is being fitted with the piece to 
be ironed. They work at such a 
pace it is almost faster than the 
eye can follow. Another girl hand 
finishes, folds the shirt, inserts 
pasteboard shapers inside, and an- 
other as a collar adjuster, slaps 
paper bands around to keep the 
whole shirt in shape. 

A handkerchief ironer does noth- 
ing but smooth squares over one 
pad, press a lever with her foot, 
and remove and fold squares from 
another pad. 

* * * 
EANWHILE, my curtains had 
been washed by an entirely dif- 
ferent process in the hand laun- 

dry. Without subjection to wash 
board or wringer, they were merely 
squeezed through successive suds 
and rinses. When first classified, 
they had been measured and tagged 
accordingly. Still damp, they were 
fitted on frames, without pins, by 
rods through hems and sides held 
in place by a brush arrangement 
of bristles as fine as threads in the 
fabric. Ruffles were fluted by be- 
ing pulled at inch-wide intervals 
over another row of bristles. Then 
the frame was turned over to be 
dried by a blast of heat from below, 


the top side of the frame. Re- 
moved from the frame, a steam 
presser finished the edges. 

Blankets are swished in luke- 
warm suds in special washers, hot- 
air dried and carded with brushes 
to make the nap rise soft and 
fleecy. 

“What about chemicals, the 
bleaches that are supposed to eat 
up the cloth along with the dirt?” 
my guide was asked. 

We do use bleaches,” he ack- 
nowledged, “% of 1 per cent of 
chlorine to two quarts of water in 
70 gallons of wash water. Is your 
housewife that cautious about 
measuring the bleaching fluid she 
pours into her washing machine?” 

Assembling the finished bundle 
after the many processes and de- 
partments through which the va- 
ried articles have been distributed 
and checking each with the coy 
list submitted by the customer, 
another complicated proceeding. 
The checking-out department was 
in charge of a woman who has 
been at the same post 17 years. 
After so much mechanical perfec- 
tion and precision elsewhere in the 
I. mary it was sort of nice and 
homey to hear her say, “I get to 
know the garments and household 
linen of each regular customer, 
hundreds of them. I hardly need 
the numbered tags. After one or 
two washings I am generally able 
to recognize and assort a custom- 
er’s belongings.”

After learning about North’s solid 
club suit (the new Culbertson con- 
vention is that an opening three bid 
in a minor suit shows an absolutely 
solid suit) South would have been 
better advised to contract for seven 
clubs rather than seven no trump, 
But in this case the latter contract, 
redoubled, worked out very nicely. 
The title of this hand might well 
be “The Magnanimous Declarer,“ 
because a curious thing happened 
on the opening lead. West, in de- 
taching the spade king, happened 
to let the heart king also fall on 
the table! West was horrified at 
this accident. By the rules, both 
cards became exposed. He could, 
of course, select the spade king as 
his lead, but the heart king would 
remain subject to call. West imme- 
diately started to moan about the 
declarer’s “uncanny luck,” volun- 
teering that the contract “never 
would have had a chance without 
the accident, because he, West, had 
the diamond suit stopped.” North 
had spread his hand as dummy the 
moment the two cards hit the table, 
and now declarer, after a rapid sur- 
vey, smiled benignly on West, and 
with a lordly wave of the hand, 
said: “O, goon. Pick up the heart 
king!” West beamed and hastily 
accepted the offer, but his relief 
was short lived. The spade 
won and declarer immediately laid 
down the heart ace. Seven clubs 
then were rattled off. For the last 
four cards declarer retained his A, 
K, Q, 10 of diamonds. When West 
had to discard to the last club he 
suddenly saw the light. He could 
not let go the heart king without 
establishing dummy’s heart queen, 
nor could he let go a diamond with- 
out giving declarer four diamond 
tricks, 

“You certainly were big-hearted!” 
he growled at the declarer,
